At Meet of 


Improvement Club : 


Officers of the West Side Improve- 
ment club were honored at a charm- 
ing luncheon ‘held yesterday at the 
First Methodist church in Point 
Richmond. The rooms were most 
beautifully decorated with nastur- 
tiums and candles and shades in 
orange and yellow tones. Members 
of the Sociat league took charge 
of the delicious luncheon that iwas 
Served, and had change of the deco- 
rations. 

During the luncheon Mrs. 
Stidham, outgoing president, acted 
as chairman and introduced the 
Speakers. Mrs. S. S., Ripley, presi- 
dent of the county federation, was 
present and gave a very interesting 
talk. Mrs. Ripley spoke on work 
that was being done by the clubs 
and told of the county detention home.

She also stated that while 
20 years ago the majority of in- 
mates of a prison averaged around 45 
years of age, now the average age 
was 20 years. Mrs. Ripley also sug- 
gested a club council, for the various 
federated clubs in Richmond. Thie 
would enable them to co-operate she 
suggested, and would help any thing 
they might wish to carry out. 

Secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Guy (Wolfe, was the next 
Speaker of the afternoon. Wolfe 
spoke extensively on both the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of the City 
of Richmond. He enlarged on the 
remarkable growth of this city and 
told of the fact that Richmond has 
the fourth largest Payroll of any 
city in California. He also told of 
the wonderful advantages in the har- 
bors, and the natural sites for harbor 
buildings.

He stated that there were 18,000 
city lots owned by people whoa did 
not livé in Richmond, and who had 
no intention of ever doing so. His 
talk was very well given and ‘was 
enthusiastically received by the many 
guests. at the affair.

Urges Dismissals

All discharges should be made ef- 
tive immediately, with the excep- 
n of Hoseman Morisette.

‘sent time incapacitated as the re- 
t of an accident received in the 
formance of duty, he should be 
ained only until such time as he 
‘ fully recovered as determined by 
city physician, or physicians, se- 
ted by the council. 


Recommendations Made 


‘The fire fighting service of Rich- 
nd will not be wermanently im- 
oved even by the discharge of these 
‘n unless certain definite steps are 
cen, namely: 

“First, when a chief is appoint- 
ed, give him full authority to run 
his department until is is definite- 
ly shown that he is not capable 
of doing so. He should be re- 
moved only for cause. 

“Second, there should be no in- 
terference with the affairs of the 
fire department, such as has ‘ex- 
isted in the past on the part of 
membérs cf the city council or 
any eftizens of the city, except 
they act through the proper chan- 
nels. 

“Third, the method of promotion 
employed in the past (seniority 
in service‘) should be immediate- 
ly discarded for™the better plan 
of promotion by examination. 
which examination should bring 
out the capability cf the anpli- 
cant to fill the jnosition. All ex- 
uminations, original or promo- 
tional, should be held under the 
supervision of the chief engineer, 
he being held strictly responsible 
for the general conduct and effi- 
ciency of the fire department. All 
members so jpromoted to serve a 
probationary period of at least 
one year before being permanent- 
ly afpointed, and then only unon 
recommendation of the chief engi- 
leer, 

“Fourth, rules of the depart- 
went should tbe rigidly enforced, 
whieh ineludes \proper. and. suffi- 
cient -drills.,

declared “incompetent and guilty of 
; conduct unbecoming officers, ab- 
solutely unfit for the responsible 
positions they now fill.” 

Discipline in the department was 
declared to have completely vanished 
and firemen were charged with hav- 
ing made little or no attempt to im- 
prove themselves so far as_ their 
general knowledge of fire depart- 
ment affairs are concerned. 

Ask Change of System 

Four recommendations were made, 
other than for the discharge of the 
men, in order to improve the de- 
partment. Recommendations includ- 
ed advice to the council to refrain 
from interference in the affairs of 
the fire department,.and the giving 
of their full support to the chief. 
The installation of a’ system of pro- 
motion by examination also was 
recommended. 

Immediately following the reading 
of the report Mayor Scott make a 
short statement in which he thank- 
ed Stevens and other members of 
the examining board for their work, 
and declared that in his opinion 
their questioning had been entirely 
fair and impartial.
